In its first forecast of corn produc- 


tion this year the department of agri- 
culture announced that July 1 condi- 
tions forecast a crop of 3,124,000,1100 
bushels. 
Sixteen million more acres 


this year were planted to corn than 
last year. 


The wheat crop, responding to bet- 


ter weather conditions during June, 
shows an increase of about 22.000,000 
bushe's in prospect, with a total of

the. reconstruction of devastated Eu­ 
rope must all call for supplies for the 
workers. 
On the whole, the farmer 
has been helped rather than hurt by 
the war, and will continue to be, at 
least for a long time to come,” 
Many men of authority and intelli* 
gence support what the vice president 
has said, and their statements are 
borne out by the facts that readily pre­ 
sent themselves.

bits of chicken or other meat well 
cooked and seasoned in a dish on a 
layer of thinly sliced potatoes or on 
half cooked rice, sprinkle with chop- 
ped onion, cover with a cupful of to- 
mato and bake until the vegetables 
are well cooked. 


Fig and Raisin Pudding.—Soak one 


cupful of bread crumbs in one cupful 
of milk for one hour; stir into them 
three eggs beaten light, threee table- 
spoonfuls of chopped suet and three 
tablespooufuls of flour sifted with one 
teaspoonful of baking powder. Have 
ready one-half cupful of minced figs 
and the same quantity of quartered 
raisins. Mix the fruit and dredge with 
flour, then stir into the pudding. Pour 
file mixture into aflarge pudding mold 
with a closely fitting top leaving room 
for the pudding to swell. Steam for 
three hours. Turn from the mold and 
dry in the oven for five minutes, then 
serve with liquid sauce.

He was taken in charge by 
Fairfield physi**ians and later removed to 
the Chambersburg hospital, where he died 
shortly after an operation was made.

was about 35 years of age. 
The injuretl 
man was found by Preston Weikert, who 
lives on a farm not far from the place of 
the accident. 
Wcikert was awakened by 
tho barking of his dogs, which had besn 
attracted by cries of help coming from the 
injured man. 
After he was struck Sand­ 
ers crawled about 50 yards to the ’phone 
at the switch house. 
He broke the lock 
on the door with the hopes that he could 
^phone for assistance along the railroad. 
But tho telephone was of a character with 
which he was not familiar and the unfor­ 
tunate man started to scream for help. 
The accident occurred shortly after mid­ 
night, it is believed, but Sanders was not 
found until nearly 2 o’clock. When Weik- 
ert discovered him ho was lying along tho 
track, still in a conscious condition. 
The 
train passed over both of Sanders’ legs. 
The right leg was crushed between the 
ankle and the knee* and the left one at the 
foot. 
Sanders had been drinking on Sat­ 
urday evening, but persons who saw' him 
before he left Fairfield sav that he was 
not in a drunken condition and not un­ 
steady in his walk. 
Why Sanders was 
walking along the track no one seems to 
know, for his home is in a different direc­ 
tion. 
He talked to some of the persons 
who weie with him after he was found 
but did not give much light on the reason 
for his .presence along the railroad tracks. 
The operation on Sanders was performed 
at Chambersburg about 10 o’clock on Sun­ 
day morning. 
The right leg was removed 
at the knee and the left foot was amputat­ 
ed. 
The man never regained conscious­ 
ness after the operation, but died about 
4 o’clock in the afternoon. 
A distressing 
feature of the accident is the fact that San­ 
ders has a wife and seven children, living 
near Fairfield. 
The oldest child is about 
14 
3^ears of age and the youngest a baby 
of six months. 
His father, Ambrose San­ 
ders, of Fairfield, and several brothers and 
sisters, residing near Fairfield, also sur­ 
vive.

five groups, according to the principii 
form of nourishment which each gives 
to the body. In the majority of cases 
the same foodstuff contains two or 
more such forms, but they are classi- 
fied according to the form which pre- 
dominates. 
To maintain health, ar- 


ticles from each one of the five groups 
should be included regularly in the 
diet. The following list shows some 
of the commoner food materials ar- 
ranged In these five groups. 
Group 1.—Foods Depended On for Min- 


eral Matters, Vegetable Acids, and 
Body-Regulating Substances. 


Fruits:

My Dear Buck: 


Without a doubt, old-timer, the one* 


piece rod Is the ideal bait caster, but 
when it comes to toting it around, It 
is the unhandiest article one could 
find in a .year's travel. You simply 
cannot tote it along on a trip without 
the haunting fear that someone will 
assist you to break it, but once on the 
water with a little old one-piece split 
bamboo rod, it shows up like four-of-a- 
kind after a lean run. For the perma- 
nent fishing camp or the chap that is 
lucky enough to live right close to 
good fishing waters, there is no bet- 
ter rod than the one-piece. 


For the two-piece rod there is but 


one_ style of construction that should 
be considered, and that is the short 
butt and long tip. 
A rod of this kind 


comes the nearest to having the same 
amount of action and strength as the 
one-piece rod as the ferrule is set well 
down below the center, allowing the 
strain to be distributed equally and 
giving the bamboo a chance to spring 
without being stiffened by a ferrule, 
and the action killed. This short butt, 
long-tip construction gives you a snap- 
py rod that shoots out the cast without 
unnecessary strain on the wrists and 
arm. In selecting a rod of two-piece 
construction, side-step the rod with 
the ferrule directly m the middle, the 
point of greatest strain in landing a 
fish. 


Three-Piece Handy to Carry. 


The main thing in favor of the 


three-piece rod is the fact that you can 
stick it in a suitcase and carry it with- 
out any bother. Every place you put 
a ferrule on a rod kills that much, 
more resiliency in the bamboo. The 
ferrule is unbendable and at that point 
comes the break when the load on the 
bamboo is too severe, this is a hun- 
dred to one shot and you can play it 
clean across the board and never take 
a chance on your money. Although! 
serrated ferrules are used in the more 
expensive rods, they cannot eliminate 
the severe strain which 
generally 


causes the rod to break either right 
above or below the ferrule. 
Even at 


that, the three-piece rod is stronger 
than the two-piece rod when the fer- 
rule on the latter is in the middle. 


Early in the bait-casting game the 


rods were generally made either four 
or four and a half feet in length, but 
as the sport grew in popularity, they 
stretched them up to six and a half 
feet, making all stops between. It is a 
matter of personal choice as to length, 
probably the most popular size being 
the five footer. This makes a rod that 
has a good swing to it and still car- 
ries enough backbone to hold the big 
ones, and at the same time is long 
enough to give fine play in landing the 
fish. For overhead casting while sit- 
ting in a boat, the five-footer makes an 
ideal size, and is about right for dis- 
tance caste. Split-bamboo rods aver- 


j age about an ounce to the foot, and 


at that rate a five-footer would only 
tax your wrists to the tune of five 
ounces, which isn't such a great old 
load to toss around during the day's 
fishing. 


Fittings for the Rod. 


The fittings of the rod are an impor- 


tant feature—they not only add to tha 
life of the rod but also if of the right 
kind, add to casting qualities, and ev- 
ery little help to lessen the effort and' 
work of casting makes quite a differ- 
ence in a few hoifs' fishing. The fer- 
rules should be of German silver—•' 
they are stronger and better made 
than the brass ferrules which are gen- 
erally nickel-plated, and many a de- 
fect can be hidden under a coating of, 
nickel.

In the 
way of material, the solid cork grip, 
which is really made of a series of 
cork washers, makes the finest grip in 
the game and it sure has a soft feel to 
the hand. 


Of course you will want a locking 


reel seat, the majority of rods have 
them anyway and who wants to throw, 
his reel into the drink right at the 
time when he has a chance to hook the 
big one.

Keep the chicks busy. 
Make the fowls hustle.

It never pays to feed wet or slop­ 
py foods to your fowls or chicks. 
Too much or too little food at a 
time is to be avoided.

Cull out every fowl for which you 
have no use. 
Remember that regularity and per­ 
sistence in caring for your fowls is a 
principal feature of success. 
Table scraps and kitchen waste are 
excellent foods for ail kinds of poul­ 
try. 
Always have a pan, or a clean, dry 
board to throw soft food on for the 
chickens, as it saves waste and is 
more healthful to the fowls. 
The management of growing chicks 
is an art pure and simple—and it is 
a matter of regret that all poultry 
raisers are not artists in this line.

^ly Dear Buck : 
Without a doubt, old-timer, the one- 
piece rod Is the ideal bait castor, but 
when it comes to toting it around, it 
Is the unhandiest article one could 
find in a .year’s travel. You simply 
cannot tote it along on a trip without 
the haunting fear that someone will 
assist you to break it, but once on the 
water with a little old one-piece spilt 
bamboo rod, it shows up like four-of-a- 
kind after a lean run. 
For the perma­ 
nent fishing camp or the chap that is 
lucky enough to live right close to 
good fishing waters, ther^ is no bet­ 
ter rod than the one-piece. 
For the two-piece rod there is but 
one^ style of construction that should 
be considered, and that is the short 
butt and long tip. A rod of this kind 
comes the nearest to having the same 
amount of action and strength as the 
one-piece rod as the ferrule is set well 
down below the center, allowing the 
strain to be distributed equally and 
giving the bamboo a chance to spring 
without being stiffened by a ferrule, 
and the action killed. This short butt, 
iong-tip construction gives you a snap­ 
py rod that shoots out the cast without 
unnecessary strain on the wrists and 
arm. In selecting a rod of two-piece 
construction, side-step the rod with 
the ferrule directly in the middle, the 
point of greatest strain in landing a 
fish. 
Three-Piece Handy to Carry. 
The main thing in favor of the 
three-piece rod is the fact that you can 
stick it in a suitcase and carry it with­ 
out any bother. Every place you put 
a ferrule on a rod kills that much, 
more resiliency in the bamboo. The 
ferrule is unbendable and at that point 
comes the break \vhen the load on the 
bamboo is too severe, this is a hun­ 
dred to one shot and you can play it 
clean across the board and never take 
a chance on your money. Although' 
serrated ferrules are used in the more 
expensive rods, they cannot eliminate 
the severe strain which generally 
causes the rod to break either right 
above or below the ferrule. Even at 
that, the three-piece rod is stronger 
than the two-piece rod when the fer­ 
rule on the latter is in the middle. 
Early in the bait-casting game the 
rods were generally made either four 
or four and a half feet in length, but 
as the sport grew in popularity, they 
stretched them up to six and a half 
feet, making all stops between. It is a 
matter of personal choice as to length, 
probably the most popular size being 
the five footer. This makes a rod that 
has a good swing to it and still car­ 
ries enough backbone to hold the big 
ones, and at the same time is long 
enough to give fine play in landing the 
fish. For overhead casting while sit­ 
ting in a boat, the five-footer makes an 
Ideal size, and is about right for dis­ 
tance casts. 
Split'bamboo rods aver­ 
age about an ounce to the foot, and 
at that rate a five-footer would only 
tax your wrists to the tune of five 
ounces, which isn’t such a great old 
load to toss around during the day’s 
fishing. 
Fittings for the Rod. 
The fittings of the rod are an impor­ 
tant feature—tliey not only add to th# 
life of the rod but also if of the right 
lUnd, add to casting qualities, and ev­ 
ery little help to lessen the effort and 
work of casting makes quite a differ­ 
ence in a few ho^#'s* fishing. The fer­ 
rules should be of German, silver—• 
they are stronger and better made 
than the brass ferrules which are gen­ 
erally nickel-plated, and many a de­ 
fect can be hidden under a coating of. 
nickel. 
The selection of the hand grip, as 
to style, lies between the single and 
the double grip. After a day’s cast­ 
ing witli the double grip you will won­ 
der how you ever got along without it. 
It is far more comfortable to fish 
with, the upper grip giving you a 
firmer and easier hold on the rod in 
reeling in the line, and at the same 
time eliminating the cramped position 
of the left hand. If you have never 
used the double grip, old man, treat 
yourself to a good thing and select 
that style in your next rod. In the 
way of material, the solid cork grip, 
which is really made of a series of 
cork Avashers, makes the finest grip in 
the game and it sure has a soft feel to 
the hand. 
Of course you will want a locking 
reel seat, the majority of rods have 
them anyway and wlio wants to throw 
his reel into the drink right at tlae 
time when he has a chance to hook the 
big one. Fingei’-pulls are going a lit­ 
tle into the discard, but it is no dis­ 
grace to have one on your x*od, and 
at timt it assists the short-fingered 
caster to maintain better control over 
his casts. If you feel that you w’ill 
have better control over your rod 
with the finger pull, get it” you’i*e the 
fellow to suit ^o t the innocent by- 
glttnder,

Heinz has asked the co-operation oi 
the seventy flocal Public Safety Com- 
mittees in various parts of the state 
in enlisting the housekeepers. Other 
agencies will alsovaid in the distribu- 
tion of 1,500,000 pledge cards through, 
eut the state.

He rises at 7 o'clock after about ser* 
en hours of sleep and then puts ia ten 
or twelve hours of work, and no fewer

About six hours arc given to 
meals and relaxation with the family. 
No governmental affairs arc allowed to 
be discussed during mealtime, and the 
ctar, czarina and the children Indulge 
In merry talk. 
Before 0 the czar has finished his 
modest breakfast and begun his dally 
work. He reads the newspapers, tele-

to him and makes a note of all inter* 
'osting matter. The time from 10 to 11 
' o’clock is asslfmed to , walking, but 
iiearly always from 10 to half past 10 
[o’clock he rec^^ves the reports of the 
oflicials of hi»]^houseüüld or gives spe- 
'cial audienoeis to dignitaries or men 
who interest him^ ujiuA only during the 
,tlme until 11 olclQck does he walk 
, alone or with his son, accompanied by 
two Scotch hounds. 
At 11 o’clock iie 
returns to the-palace and tests the food 
of his infantry regiment or of his body, 
guard. A sample of the soldiers’ fooil 
in a locked stewpan is brought to him 
' by the chief noncommissioned ofllcer 
of the regiment. After the test of the 
' food the reports of the ministers be- 
. gin, lasting until luncheon. 
The luncheon is hiformal. There he 
meets his family for the first time In 
' tho day. Sometimes the oiUcers of the 
suit on duty that day are invited. Aft- 
' er luncheon the emperor receives olli- 
cUxls and deputies, and fi*om 4 to 5 
o’clock *lie .walks, drives, rides on a bi­ 
cycle o r’canoes and goes boating with 
his son or with his daughters and tho

again in his study. 
From 8 to half 
‘ past 9 he dines with his family, and 
from that time to 12 or half past he 
works again. 
He never rests during 
tho day. yet keeps cheerful and unwea­ 
ried. Sometimes, when he ilnishes his 
task earlier than usual, he reads to the 
‘ empress at her evening tea. 
Before 
going to bed he prays. 
On tho eve of holy days the czar goes 
to the evening church services at half 
past 7 o’clock, and on holy days he 
goes to mass at 11. 
The rest of the 
time on holy days he works as on week 
days. 
Posseaalng an excellent memory and 
a clear .method of thinking, the czar 
writes in a clear hand, quickly and 
without erasures. Ills thoughts are ex­ 
pressed simply and brleiiy; he does not 
like long phrases and foreign words. 
Tlie cwir receives thousands of per­ 
sons during the course of a year. His 
speeches to deputations are always 
short» simple and hearty» 
never pre­ 
pare my speeches in advance/’ said he, 
*’but after a pra^'er to God I speak as 
It conaes."

At the greater part of receptions the 
visitors stand, but venerable persons 
are invited to his study to sit down. 
After audiences in Tsarkoe Selo and 
I-’eterhof the visitors are treated to 
luncheon. The ministers have special 
days for their reports, the duration of 
each being fixed in advance.

Fred M. Breen of Michigan, Believed to 
Be Youngest Probate Judge In United 
8tatei, Received 25 Cents m Day For 
First Job—Worked 
Diligently and 
Qivee Recipe For Success. 


Cadillac» Mich.—Sixteen years ago 
Wexford county’s probate judge dis­ 
posed of Fred M. Breen, a ten-year-old 
boy, whose greatest misfortune had 
been the death of his parents» leaving 
him without homo or funds. 
The same youth, now a young man, 
recently took tho oath of oiUcc as Judge 
of the same court that just a few years 
ago sent him to a state institution, he 
being tho youngest probate judge in 
the United States, it is believed. 
A year following his disposition by 
the court he returned to Cadillac, a 
man there desiring to give, him a home 
and a chance. 
He worked in factories, studying 
nights, desiring to show his apprecia­ 
tion to the man who had picked him 
up. 
His wages were small—but 25 
cents a day—and the work of carrying 
water to several hundred mill hands 
was not as pleasant as might be. 
By doing chores for anybody who 
would hire him, he completed the pub­ 
lic school course, graduating as class 
valedictorian. 
Not being satisfied with a high school 
education, ho took a course at a busi­ 
ness college at Big Bapids. Securing a 
position as stenographer in a lawyer’s 
office, he began to study law in his 
spare time, finally passing the exam­ 
ination for admission to the bar, with 
paperg so good ho was excused from 
the oral examination. Ho was elected 
circuit court commissioner and ap­ 
pointed United States commissioner. 
Mr. Breen handled his own campaign. 
He did not berate his opix)nents, one 
being another attorney and one the 
sheriff. 
Walking through the county, he 
talked with every rural voter. At times 
ho ate but two meals q day, and some­ 
times he slept in barns. 
For three months he campaigned, 
and when tho primary vote was count­ 
ed ho had 1,100 votes more than his 
nearest opponent and was elected by 
a comfortable majority. 
Judge Breen’s recipe for success such 
as his has been is a simple one: “Mind 
your own business, let people talk, hear 
when you listen, see when you look 
and stick to a thing until you get 
there."
